years  ago,  in  “the  Athens  of  America,” 
was  born  and  christened — without  benefit 
of  clergy — that  irreverent  scion  of  owl-eyed 
Philology,  “The  Foolish  Dictionary.”  At  that 
time  matters  linguistic  were  in  a pretty  parlous 
state.  Millions  of  English-speaking  people  all 
over  the  world  had  begun  to  respect,  and  fear, 
their  glossaries  and  the  name  of  Lexicographer 
was  almost  sacrosanct.  People  had  got  into 
the  habit  of  approaching  a Dictionary  with  a 
“green  and  yellow  melancholy”;  as  for  a 
Thesaurus,  they  never  dared  thread  their  way 
through  one  without  first  carefully  knitting 
their  brows.  To  add  to  the  encircling  gloom, 
that  venerable  story  of  Noah  Webster  went 
the  rounds,  wherein  the  wife  of  the  eminent 
scholar  was  represented  as  having  once  caught 
him  kissing  the  servant  girl. 

“Noah,”  congealed  Mrs.  Webster,  “I  am 
surprised ! ” 

Turning  majestically  from  pursuits  oscula- 
tory,  the  great  Lexicographer  remarked,  in  his 
best  professional  voice: 

“ Madam,  you  are  mistaken.  I am  surprised. 
You  are  astonished.''^ 

The  ruling  passion  of  the  Study  triumphing, 
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it  seems,  over  the  temporary  avocation  of  the 
Kitchen. 

The  effect  of  this  and  similar  instances  of 
painful  exactitude  in  speech  was  most  dis- 
couraging. People  became  more  and  more 
slovenly  in  diction,  more  and  more  fearful  of 
lexicon  thumbing. 

‘‘The  Foolish  Dictionary”  changed  all  this. 
It  started  right  in  to  “chirk”  folks  up.  Be- 
ginning with  a pyrotechnic  perigrination  of  our 
own  broad  land,  it  invaded  Canada,  England, 
and  Australia,  and  never  stopped  until  it  had 
penetrated  every  known  spot  where  English, 
or  near-English,  is  the  prevailing  chatter. 
Threading  the  gloom-girt  trail  blazed  by  the 
p)onderous  Worcester  and  the  sonorous  Cen- 
tury, this  attenuated  Jester  in  fool’s  cap  and 
motley  impudently  sounded  his  titillating 
tocsin  in  the  very  ears  of  High  Brows  and 
Pundits  and,  with  every  impish  grimace  known 
to  phrase-mongering  mummery,  contorted  the 
grave  visage  of  erudite  Etymology  into  a look 
of  holy  horror.  On  the  other  hand,  a few  of 
the  “regular  fellers”  seemed  to  really  enjoy 
this  merry-andrew  of  the  Dictionary  family. 
In  fact,  more  than  a few.  So  many,  indeed, 
that  reduplication  became  a habit  with  the 
Publishers,  until  no  less  than  150,000  of  his 
kind  had  gone  forth  to  drape  Philology  in  cap 
and  bells,  proclaim  the  New  Freedom  in  Mean- 
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ings  and  tickle  that  Tired  Business  Man  to  an 
easy  and  pleasant  death.  Other  publishers 
caught  the  fever,  and  the  Pioneer  in  para- 
graphic nonsense  was  flattered  by  numerous 
imitators. 

But  ten  years  are  a decade.  And  in  a de- 
cade the  ever  moving  kaleidoscope  of  American 
life  ‘‘does  things’’  to  the  language  of  the 
Americans.  In  ten  years,  new  words  have 
caught  on,  old  words  have  been  sloughed  off. 
The  activities  of  business,  politics,  society, 
athletics,  drama  and  the  professions  have  im- 
planted and  brought  to  full  bloom  a host  of 
new  nouns,  adjectives,  verbs  and  adverbs 
whose  meanings  clamor  for  attention.  The 
meanings,  too,  that  graced  the  forms  of  certain 
old  favorites  ten  years  ago  have  been  irrevo- 
cably shed,  along  with  the  golf  cape  and 
starched  shirt-waist  of  that  period,  and  are 
now  replaced  by  heaven-knows-what  mysteries 
of  be-bustled  and  slit-skirted  verbiage.  Such 
are  the  fearful  and  wonderful  quick-changes 
of  American  vernacular ! 

“The  Foolish  Dictionary”  turned  out  to  be 
a joyous  scene-shifter  on  a dark  stage.  “The 
NEW  Foolish  Dictionary”  aspires  to  be  fully 
as  grinful  a Jack-o’-lantern  in  quite  as  be- 
nighted an  age  as  was  its  prankish  predecessor.

What  is  English? 

She  is  a baffling  Puzzle,  defying,  every  day 
in  the  year,  the  best  oral  and  written  efforts 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty  million  people. 

She  is  a mysterious  Hybrid,  in  whose  veins 
flows  the  blood  of  Low  Germans  and  high 
Irish,  Angles,  Jutes  and  Saxons,  nomadic  Nor- 
man nobles,  moth-eaten  monastics,  early  Chris- 
tian Martyrs  and  late  Broadway  Favorites. 

She  is  an  Old  Hag,  whose  life  story  reads 
like  a yarn  by  Laura  Jean  Libbey.  Behold 
her  flrst,  a child  of  the  poor,  but  honest,  Aryan 
family,  occupying  the  high  table  lands  of 
central  Asia;  as  she  crawled  around  under  the 
tables,  a mere  babe,  picking  up  linguistic 
crumbs,  little  did  the  Aryan  family  dream  of 
the  wild  and  corrupt  career  she  was  plotting, 
a career  that,  leaping  from  the  threshold  of 
Europe,  was  to  compass  a New  Continent, 
invade  the  Isles  of  the  Sea  and  bring  in  thrall 
the  uttermost  parts  of  the  Earth. 

In  her  very  infancy  the  Aryan  toddler  was 
put  into  the  keeping  of  a Teutonic  nurse,  who 
abducted  her  for  the  uses  and  behoofs  of  a 
parcel  of  Low  Germans.  They,  in  turn,  carried 
her  over  to  England,  where  it  wasn’t  long  before 
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the  young  maid  had  blossomed  out  in  the  good 
name  of  the  Angles,  the  bodily  vigor  of  the 
Saxons  and  a new  Jute  dress. 

Thereafter  she  flirted  flrst  with  Caedmon 
and  King  Alfred,  whose  literary  efforts  she 
complicated  terribly  with  her  three  genders 
and  her  many  declensions;  then  with  Laweman, 
the  Monk,  and  a man  of  the  name  of  Orm, 
both  good  ""copy”  creators,  but  unfortunately 
without  beneflt  of  publishers;  next  came  Geof- 
frey Chaucer,  who,  recognizing  her  for  a 
wanton,  let  her  say  something  sterling  in  his 
""Canterburj^  Tales.”  Followed  John  Wyclif, 
who  mistook  her  for  a nun  and  made  her  the 
incomparable  interpreter  of  Holy  Writ.  Soon 
after  appeared  the  Immortal  Bard  of  Avon, 
who,  in  less  than  three  shakes  of  the  Lion’s 
tail,  had  her  roped,  tied  and  branded  and 
eating  out  of  his  hand  — and  occasionally  out 
of  those  of  Edmund  Spenser  and  Francis 
Bacon. 

This  was  her  time  of  virgin  purity,  when  she 
moved  through  the  pages  of  Literature  wearing 
an  aureole  of  strength  and  chastity.  Alas, 
would  that  it  could  have  endured ! But  it  was 
not  to  be. 

Not  long  after,  she  took  service  in  the  Diary 
of  Samuel  Pepys,  and  gradually  moved  from 
one  low-down  job  to  another,  till  she  Anally 
mingled  with  the  very  dregs  of  lingual  pollution 
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in  “Samanthy  at  Saratoga/’  “Fables  in  Slang” 
and  “Perlmutter  and  Potash.”  From  being 
a High  Priestess  of  Expression,  having  a divine 
form  and  a spotless  frock,  she  has  now  de- 
generated into  a shapeless  slattern,  whom, 
out  of  respect  for  her  gray  hairs,  we  still  ac- 
knowledge for  our  own  Mother  Tongue. 

For  centuries,  men  have  fought  for,  and 
against,  her.

Pick  up  any 
one  of  them,  and  you’ll  readily  see  how  one 
word  has  led  to  another;  as  a result  of  their 
petty  bickerings  over  Spelling,  Derivation, 
Meaning  and  Pronunciation,  is  it  any  wonder 
that  the  heathen  rage  and  the  people  imagine  a 
vain  thing? 

Nor  has  the  thickest  armor-plate  of  the  lexi- 
cographer availed  against  the  assaults  of  the 
evil  doer.  The  enemy  has  met  old  Mother 
English  and  she  is  theirs.  The  shafts  of 
Artemus  Ward  and  the  shillelah  of  Mr.  Dooley 
have  done  her  mortal  hurt;  the  fair  garment  of 
the  Spoken  Word  is  besmeared  with  the  “Raus 
mit  ’em”  of  the  German  and  the  “Isch  ka 
bibble”  of  the  Chosen  People;  and  Orthog- 
raphy is  still  under  ether  in  the  operating  room 
of  the  Simplified  Spelling  Board. 
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Poor  old  Mother  English!  Look  at  her! 
Deformed,  debauched  and  dissected,  she  is 
indeed  only  a ‘‘rag,  a bone  and  a hank  of 
hair”;  merely  a shadow  of  Better  Days,  a 
melancholy  reminder  of  pristine  pulchritude, 
from  which  hang  only  the  shreds  of  Old  World 
finery,  once  redolent  of  Elizabethan  essences, 
now  destitute  even  of  the  odor  of  sanctity ! 

But  let  us  not  dwell  upon  her  woes.  In 
times  past  she  has  fought  valiantly,  wrought 
worthily.  She  has  woven  laurels  for  the  Poet, 
coralled  votes  for  the  Politician  and  set  snares 
at  the  hest  of  the  Plutocrat!  Brethren,  let  us 
vote  her  a Carnegie  Pension,  lay  her  on  a bed 
of  ease  and  engage  Esperanto  to  do  our  bidding! 
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SIMPLE  RULES  OF  GRAMMAR,  WHICH 
NOBODY  CAN  DENY  MW 

1.  A SENTENCE  is  a thought  expressed 
in  words,  either  spoken  or  written. 

The  simplest  form  of  Sentence  is  the 
statement  of  a single  fact;  as,  ‘‘He  was  Mayor.” 

3.  Sometimes  the  Sentence  states  two  facts; 
as,  “He  was  Mayor  for  a period  of  three 
months.” 

4.  PUNCTUATION.  Every  statement  of 
fact,  or  simple  SENTENCE,  ends  with  a 
Period. 

Exception.  In  Politics,  the  Period  sometimes 
ends  with  a SENTENCE;  as,  “He  was  Mayor 
for  a Period  of  three  months,  followed  by  the 
SENTENCE,  ‘Two  Years  in  Jail!’  ” (Note. 
A Sentence  like  this  commonly  calls  for  a sign 
of  Exclamation.) 

5.  A simple  STATEMENT  is  called  a 
PROPOSITION.  A Statement  may  contain 
a single  proposition,  or  a combination  of  Propo- 
sitions; a BANK  STATEMENT  is  usually  a 
Combination  of  Propositions,  thus:  “Assets, 
$100,000;  Liabilities,  $400,000”;  but  this  is  no 
Proposition  to  put  up  to  a Bank  Examiner,  if 
the  Institution  wants  to  keep  on  Doing  Busi- 
ness. 
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6.  The  principal  Elements  of  the  Sentence 
are  a SUBJECT  and  a PREDICATE,  as  in 
the  Sentence,  ‘‘The  Cockney  is  a Fool,” 
“Cockney”  is  the  Subject  and  “Is  a Fool”  is 
the  Predicate;  or,  to  put  it  another  way,  the 
Cockney  is  a darn  Fool  to  be  a Subject  at  all, 
when  for  $16  he  can  float  over  to  Castle  Island 
and  become  a Regular  Citizen. 

7.  MODIFYING  ELEMENTS.  Adjec- 
tives modify  nouns  and  pronouns;  Adverbs 
modify  verbs,  adjectives  and  other  adverbs. 

ADJECTIVES:  In  the  Sentence,  “The 
Bearded  Lady  Plays  the  Cornet,”  “bearded” 
an  adjective,  modifles  “lady,”  a noun — ^besides 
exposing  her  to  the  annoyance  of  getting  a 
Hair  in  Her  Mouth. 

ADVERBS.  In  the  Sentence,  “My  Neigh- 
bor’s Dog  Bites  Fiercely,”  “flercely”  modifles 
“bites,”  although  personally,  we’d  much 
rather  have  the  bites  Muzzled  than  Modifled. 

8.  The  verb  “To  Be,”  in  its  various  forms,  is 
usually  used  to  connect  the  Subject  to  its 
Attributes;  as,  “John  is  Good.”  Here  “is” 
connects  “John”  with  the  Attribute  “good,” 
although,  if  John  happens  to  be  an  American 
youngster  old  enough  to  be  teething,  “John 
was  Good”  would  be  more  to  the  point. 

9.  The  KINDS  OF  SENTENCES  are  Four 
in  number. 
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A DECLARATIVE  Sentence  is  used  to 
affirm  a Fact;  as,  ‘‘Your  Rubber  Band  encloses 
a Roll.” 

An  INTERROGATIVE  Sentence  is  used  to 
ask  a Question;  as,  “Have  You  Any  Money 

An  IMPERATIVE  Sentence  is  used  to  ex- 
press an  Entreaty ; as,  “ Lend  Me  Two  Dollars !” 

The  Answer  is  an  EXCLAMATORY  Sen- 
tence; thus,  “Alas!  My  Money  is  All  Tied 
Up!”
